The  tree  or  standard  form  is  30  inches  tall.

The  development  of  pleasing  designs  is 
simple.  By  making  a  rough  sketch  of  the 
design  on  paper,  and  outlining  the  plant 
with  string  or  following  the  sketch  with  the 
eye,  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  clipping  accord" 
ing  to  the  design.

HEIGHT  VARIABILITY 

Formal  or  trimmed  Columnberry  grown  as  a  dwarf 
hedge,  as  specimen  plants,  or  as  an  edging  may  be  easily 
kept  to  a  minimum  height  of  12  inches  or  can  be  de' 
veloped  to  a  maximum  of  4  feet. 

Untrimmed  or  semi'formal  Columnberry  develops  in 
good  soil  to  a  maximum  height  of  4  to  6  feet. 


PLANTING  DISTANCE 

For  dense  hedges,  plant  all  Columnberry  10  inches 
apart,  but  for  immediate  finished  hedge  perfection,  use 
the  following  scale  at  time  of  planting.
